One Man, One Woman Right. Right? 


RABBI ARELE Harel, a resident of the Jewish West Bank settle- 
ment of Shilo (roughly 40 miles north of Jerusalem), has devised an 
unconventional, and to some a controversial, solution for gay ortho- 
dox Jewish men who want to raise a family as their religion dictates: 
a matchmaking service to so they can meet Orthodox lesbians fac- 
ing the same family problems. Despite criticism on several fronts, 
Harel's solution would give religious gay men a chance to have chil- 
dren while remaining observant. Homosexuality is viewed by tradi- 
tional Jewish law, or Halacha, as a sin and a violation of that law. 

While on one hand, some Orthodox Jewish rabbis feel that Harel 
should spend his energies trying to encourage gays and lesbians to 
change their sexual orientation, other liberal gay religious groups 
see Harel’s efforts as an attempt to suppress homosexuality altogeth- 
er. The rabbi himself says the primary object of his matchmaking 
is to help his clients have children, an important commandment in 
Jewish law. 

While acknowledging difficulties-a potentially loveless marriage, 
assistance in achieving pregnancy, and possible affairs outside mar- 
riage, Harel, 36, was quoted as saying, "The main aspiration here is 


parenthood. It allows them to become parents in a way that is per- 
mitted by religious Jewish law and prevents a conflict between their 
religious world and their sexual world." 

Counter to current findings of the American Psychological Asso- 
ciation, Harel even acknowledges that some gays can change their 
sexual orientation, but says that his service is for those who cannot, 
and who nevertheless want to remain observant and to have chil- 
dren. Harel has been bringing couples together for six years, having 
recognized a “deep distress" among people “facing a dead end road." 
He has wed 12 couples, and several have had children. 

Recently, Kamoha, a religious gay group, began receiving inqui- 
ries from gay men and lesbian women about this approach and linked 
up with Harel last month to publicize the initiative on its Web site 
(www.kamoha.org.il) 

How would this plan fit with our own religious far right's defini- 
tion for family? If two mommies or two daddies don't constitute a 
family, how will they view Rabbi Harel’s ingenious solution? What 
further requirements will they try to impose on their legally married, 
“one man, one woman" definition? Watch this spot.

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THE ROCKY Horror Show has continued to fascinate ever 
since its 1973 London stage premiere. Cardinal Theatricals, which 
gave us a powerful Rent last year at the LAB, has returned to that 
venue, with designer-director Andrew Rasmussen back in the sad- 
dle to revive Richard O'Brien's rock musical classic. Or, perhaps 
more accurately, to strap us into its harness. 

Rasmussen has given the LAB a transformational Gothic inte- 
rior makeover that spills over well beyond just the regular stage 
playing area. You walk down three flights of stairs to be seated. 
(There's also an elevator) Rasmussen has taken to heart a line 
in the musical that he says “sums up my philosophy: ‘Don’t dream 
it. Be it.’ The show is about all kinds of crazy people and someone 
who has a complete vision for something and he does it." 

To point, transsexual mad scientist, Dr. Frank N. Furter en- 
snares a young straight couple in his castle where they discover 
he has created an actual man. This can be seen as Nietzschean/ 
Ayn Randian license to cruelly exploit the unassuming or as a 
whack on the hindquarters of institutionalized erotophobia. 

Moreover, in 2011, some will see inherent commentary on the 
concentration of wealth and secretive power. As Andre Shoals, who 
plays Furter points out, “He is so wrapped up in his own world that 
he's a recluse. Look at celebrities today who just lose themselves 
in their own world, in a complete bubble. They insulate, disconnect 
themselves." Not to mention various billionaires. 

Don Shelby, of WCCO fame, plays The Narrator. He shares, “I 
first came into contact with the show in 1975. I thought it was such 
an in-your-face sort of show for the time. It was shocking for a lot 
of people, but it was also hilarious. The players made the shocking 
material easy to handle and then it became iconic after 10,15, 20 
years. You know it's iconic when actors like Tim Curry in the Picture 
Show (film version) refuse to even now talk about that role because 
he just doesn't want to remind people. He would be forever Dr. Fe- 
lix Frank N. Furter to everybody. It just became iconic because it 
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represented a rebelliousness. It represented an acceptance of alter- 
native lifestyles. It represented everything that was smoldering in 
that time-almost like the first person to speak a language that is 
understood by everyone." 

Rocky Horror also speaks the universal language of over-the-top 
melodrama. To that point, Shoals has tapped into O'Brien's affinity 
with vintage films. He says, “Because Frank N. Furter can be so 
high-camp he's right up my alley. When you look at all those old 
movies, they play so well to the camera in their emotions. Look 
at the close-ups. It's not like film today. There's the difference be- 
tween how actors act today and how they did then. I've chosen to 
insert where he acts out Norma Desmond (Sunset Boulevard) 
and he's got his Jack Nicholson moment from The Shining." 

Jamecia Bennett, named Lavender's ‘07 Best Musical Actress 
(Penumbra's Get Ready) plays two men: Dr. Scott, for whom Shel- 
by is coaching her kooky German accent, and Eddie: “I’m in rock 
n’ roll mode. I get to wear my leathers and be very dominant. So 
Im excited about that!" 

Craig Daniel Stastney plays Rocky, Frank N. Furter's hunky 
laboratory creation. He's been working out six days a week, taking 
in protein and creatine. He says that Rasmussen “wanted Rocky to 
be like a new born baby almost, but a grown man with the mind of 
a child. Trying to be a muscle-y guy with the mentality of a child 
is interesting." 

Indeed, raw sexuality and innocence are at the heart of Rocky 
Horror. As co-designer Jeffrey Petersen puts it, "We're making it as 
fabulous as possible and sort of spooky and mysterious, but sexy."

Danger: Arias Ahead 


WITH ROMANCE-induced suicides featured in three of the five 
productions of Minnesota Opera's 2011-2012 season, we need a cou- 
ple of crisis counselors backstage. But then, what's more romantic 
than a tenor or soprano who dramatically ends it all when love is 
thwarted? 

The season opens September 20 with Mozart's comic come-up- 
pance for two guys and two gals who adopt disguises to disclose the 
fickle nature of their intended in Cosi fan tutte. Why reprise the work 
this season? Because Artistic Director Dale Johnson has a guilty 
conscience, "The first time we did the opera, in 1992, it was"—long 
pause—“awful. So Гуе been longing to redo it—to redeem ourselves." 

'To assure that happens, he's hired Peter (Latté Da) Rothstein to di- 
rect, with a “great cast of very feminine ladies and very masculine men" 
in an "elegant" setting that runs counter to the current craze for grunge 
adaptations. “And it's selling very well," he reports. “Due to the ongoing 
economic crisis, we wondered, ‘Will this be our bad year?’ We've always 
operated in the black." No worries, Dale. 

In November, to usher in the holiday season, the Opera will stage a 
premiere of Silent Night. But this is not your customary feel-good holi- 
day fare: It's adapted from the French film Joyeux Noel, documenting 
the true story of the Christmas Eve armistice momentarily achieved 
between Allied and Axis soldiers in the trenches during World War I. 

“When I first saw the film," Dale recalls, “I thought, ‘Opera mate- 
rial" It's sentimental but not maudlin. In the midst of a horrific war, 


it shows that people can put aside false prejudices and appeal to real 
humanity." And yes, there's even a love interest, between a French 
woman and a German soldier. Carols are sung in four languages, with 
the Opera's customary surtitles in English. After the laying down of 
arms, however, the soldiers refuse to return to fighting. So they're 
shipped off in boxcars to far more dangerous battlefields—sort of 
mass suicide, if you will. “It’s very moving,” Dale attests. 

January's production of Werther stars the Opera's sex-symbol of a 
tenor, the popular James Valenti, who yearned to perform the role. So, 
okay, they staged it for him. It's Massenet's story of a man who seeks his 
Ideal Love and cannot adapt to reality when Charlotte, the other half of 
the company’s now-famous “love couple" (Roxana Constantinescu—last 
year’s dazzling Cinderella), stands by her husband. So Werther shoots 
himself. Suicide No. 1 for the Minnesota Opera season. 0

TWO TOPNOTCH THEATERS 
TRULY REACH OUT 


THEATER HAS an image-sometimes legitimate, sometimes 
not-of being set apart from the general population. Silly stereotypes 
and false generalizations from both the political right and left convey 
theater as elitist, decadent, or just plain too hard to understand. 

However, in the Twin Cities, the second major metro area for 
theater and dance after the Big Apple, such myths are shattered 
six or sometimes seven nights a week on local stages. Of course, 
in our economically dismal time, ticket prices are a barrier to many 
despite the fact that many theaters, as well as Goldstar.com, have 
discount options. 

Two south Minneapolis theaters, Mixed Blood and Pillsbury 
House, now offer an unprecedented amount of free or “pay what 
you want” seating for the same high-quality productions they are 
famous for. It suits each theater’s view toward inclusion and connec- 
tion to the financially strapped neighborhoods near their facilities, 
though folks everywhere are welcome to take advantage of this op- 
portunity. (Both houses are currently staging shows with GLBT is- 
sues and crossgender performances: The Pride at Pillsbury House 
and Neighbors at Mixed Blood.) 

PHT Communications Director Alan Berks says that two major 
grants from the State Arts Board and funding by the Legacy Amend- 
ment allowed the theater to lower their ticket price for their recent 
staging of Broke-ology, which featured the stellar James Craven and 
Sonja Parks, “to whatever an audience member could pay. Pick your 
price. Anytime. And we saw our attendance increase by 500 people 
from the previous show.” Some people paid nothing. A few even paid 
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$50 dollars. One, even $150. It was totally their individual choice.” 

At Mixed Blood they have Radical Hospitality: no-cost access to 
all mainstage productions for all audience members. The aim is to 
build relationships with those who have been underserved by the 
arts and to eliminate real and perceived barriers to participation. 
Their model, launched by the Minnesota Arts and Cultural Heritage 
Fund, resembles New York’s Signature Theatre which found this ap- 
proach vastly expanded patronage, subscriptions, and donations. 

Mixed Blood Artistic Director Jack Reuler says, “by revolutioniz- 
ing access, we are challenging the traditional notions of cost, quality, 
and value. Offering shows of the highest professional standards for 
no cost optimizes value.” 

This also runs radically counter to a culture glued to TV screens, 
video games, spectator sports, and commercial film fare dominated 
by action and special effects. PHT Artistic Director Faye Price calls 
theater “a ritual of immediacy. It’s a live art form, living and breath- 
ing. You can never go to the theater and see a copy of last night’s 
performance. Something will be different. Real people in real time 
telling real stories. And as an audience member you communally 
bear witness to the story, absorbing individually, experiencing col- 
lectively. And in the best of all worlds those stories may provoke you, 
entertain you, introduce you to someone or something you've never, 
ever considered before. It can be magical. And community-building 
in the best sense of the term."

IT'S GOOD to be us, here, in this 
moment of time. Minnesota fall blows 
cool, with toasty scents of burning 
leaves and musty flannel. I invite you 
to celebrate and savor the fleeting day 
by, raising a glass of wine-specifically, 
a glass from St. Croix Vineyards. 
Regional wines have gone from fruit 
and dandelions fermenting in Grand- 
ma's cellar to rich, complex, award- 
winning glasses made from hearty 
grapes developed by the University 
of Minnesota. The passionate, skilled 
winemakers at St. Croix Vineyards 
are creating intriguing, beautiful, and 
downright delicious pours. Invite 
some friends over and share the au- 
tumnal bounty with a locally inspired 
menu, paired with these wines.

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Begin the evening with a cheese offering from Shepherd's Way. 
The sheep’s milk is transformed into the soft Shepherd's Hope, 
firmer Friesago and the tangy Northern Lights Blue. All can be 
found at Mill City and Saint Paul Farmers Markets and many area 
grocery stores. Pair with a festive, easy wine cocktail. In a cocktail 
shaker, over ice combine 1% oz. ginger-flavored Domaine de Can- 
ton, 1 oz. Farigoule, a thyme-infused French liqueur, and top with 
the juicy, peachy-crisp Frontenac Gris. Shake vigorously and strain 
into a martini glass. Garnish with a twirl of Meyer Lemon zest. 

Once your guests are good and primed, pull out all the stops 
with a main course of deceptively simple roast duck. Now, wild 
duck and domesticated duck are two different beasts. For this 
dinner, I suggest a domesticated bird, purchased from a nearby 
Lund's/Byerly's (or check Clancy's Meats for availability). A 5-6 
Ib bird will serve 4 people. Serve the crispy-skinned, juicy bird 
drizzled with a spiced sauce made from simmering a splash of the 
Marquette red wine with a jar of locally crafted Blueberry Pepper 
jam from Lucille's Kitchen Garden. (Substitute Concord grape jelly 
and М tsp cardamom). 

Accompany your bird with some simple roasted root vegetables, like 
parsnips tossed with a bit of salt, pepper, and Hope Creamery butter. 

The ruby-colored wine has notes blackberries and black pepper 
and pairs beautifully with the rich meat and tart sauce, coaxing wild 
Northern woods harvested flavor. 

Round out the meal with a simple salad of tossed greens and bal- 
samic vinaigrette (mix 3 Tablespoons good quality, aged balsamic, 
1 Tablespoon coarse ground mustard, scant % cup olive oil). Sea- 
son the greens with salt and pepper before tossing with dressing. 

For dessert, the Port (also made with the versatile Frontenac 
grape works) wonderfully with rich, creamy flavors. Tart cran- 
berry slides into smooth cocoa flavors. Impress your guests with 
a stunning bread pudding flavored with Bittercube's Bolivar bit- 
ters, dark chocolate and blackberries. Or, do easy, “store-bought 
local" by serving a collection of adorable chocolate macarons from 
Sweets Bakeshop, with locations in St. Paul and Minneapolis, offer- 
ing light, crunchy and utterly, moan-inducing desserts. 

Settle in by candlelight and enjoy your guests with this luxuri- 
ous, approachable wine and worry about the dishes tomorrow. Mo- 
ments like these are meant to be savored. 


Wine Cocktail de Canton 

1/2 oz Domaine de Canton 

1oz Farigoule (thyme-infused liqueur) 
4 oz Frontenac Gris 


Pour over ice in a cocktail shaker. Shake vigorously and strain 
and serve in a martini glass with a Meyer lemon twist. 


Roast Duck with Blueberry Pepper Wine Sauce 
For Duck: 

1 (5- to 6-Ib) domestically raised duck 

2 cups boiling-hot water 

1 Tablespoon kosher salt 

1 teaspoon black pepper 


Put oven rack in middle position and preheat oven to 425? F. 


Remove and discard excess fat from body cavity and neck, then 
rinse duck inside and out. Prick skin all over with a sharp fork. Fold 
neck skin under body, then put duck, breast side up, on a rack in a 
13 x 9 x 3-inch roasting pan and pour boiling-hot water over duck 
(to tighten skin). Cool duck, then pour out any water from cavity 
into pan. Pat duck dry inside and out, reserving water in pan, then 
rub duck inside and out with kosher salt and pepper. Be careful to 
handle the raw poultry with care, sanitizing surfaces and washing 
hands as needed. 

Roast duck, breast side up, 45 minutes, then remove from oven. 
Turn duck over using 2 wooden spoons, and roast 45 minutes more. 
Turn duck over again (breast side up), tilting duck to drain any liq- 
uid from cavity into pan. Continue to roast duck until skin is brown 
and crisp, about 45 minutes more (total roasting time: about 2 1/4 
hours). Tilt duck to drain any more liquid from cavity into pan. 
Transfer duck to a cutting board and let stand 15 minutes before 
carving. Discard liquid in roasting pan. 


For Sauce: 

1 jar Lucille’s Kitchen Blueberry Pepper Jam 

14 cup Marquette or other peppery red wine (such as Cabernet 
Sauvignon) 


Combine ingredients in small saucepan. Mix, simmer until 
slightly reduced or until coats the back of a spoon. Serve duck 
carved and drizzled with sauce. 


Dark Chocolate Blackberry Bread Pudding 

1 Loaf brioche (or other eggy bread), cut into 1 1/2 -inch cubes 

3 3/4 cups Cedar Summit cream 

1 1/4 cups granulated sugar 

6 large eggs, room temperature 

2 large egg yolks, room temperature 

2 oz 70% Cacoa dark chocolate, chopped 

1 teaspoon Bolivar Bittercube Bitters (sub in vanilla extract and 
1 tsp Meyer lemon zest) 

1 1/2 pints fresh blackberries 

1 Tablespoon Meyer lemon juice 


Preheat the oven to 325 degrees. Place the bread cubes on a 
large baking sheet in a single layer and toast until lightly golden 
brown on all sides, turning a few times, about 15 minutes. Remove 
and let cool slightly. 

Bring cream and 1 cup of sugar to a gentle simmer over medi- 
um heat. Remove from heat and mix in chocolate until just melted. 
Whisk together the eggs and yolks in a medium bowl. Slowly whisk 
the warm milk mixture into the eggs and add bitters. 

Transfer the bread cubes to a 9 x 15-inch baking dish, pour the 
custard mixture over and press on the bread to submerge in the 
custard. Let the mixture sit at room temperature for 30 minutes to 
allow the bread to absorb more of the custard. 

Place the baking dish inside a larger roasting pan and fill the 
outer pan with warm water halfway up the sides of the baking dish. 
Bake until puffed around the outside but still slightly jiggly in the 
center, about 45 minutes. Carefully remove from the water bath and 
let rest at least 15 minutes before serving. Toss the remaining 1/4 
cup sugar with the blackberries and lemon juice. Serve bread pud- 
ding topped with macerated berries.

I hate it when that happens! 

Summer's over, and the vacation you 
promised yourself in the Lake District 
(England, Italy, or, hey, Brainerd) failed to 
materialize, what with time and discretion- 
ary dollars in short supply this year.

Then you're 
probably already on a first-name basis with 
Vincent and Claude at the (always free) 
Minneapolis Institute of Art. But how about 
the snazzy, Gehry-designed Weisman on 
the University campus? The Museum of 
Russian Art? Galleries lining 13^ NE, St. 
Paul's Lowertown, and the artists’ collec- 
tive in Nordeast's California Building? 

Oh, you prefer your arts of the livelier 
sort, not on the wall, but also not off the 
budget? Try the Minnesota Orchestra's 
rush line half an hour before the band 
strikes up. Take advantage of the St. Paul 
Chamber Orchestra's new policy of $5 tick- 
ets for first-timers (many locations). Or sa- 
vor top musical talent in performances at 
MacPhail Center and the U of M's Fergu- 
son Hall (many free). 

Be one of the first to invade the new 
Cowles Center for Dance, with a line-up 
of over two dozen troupes, or spy on the 
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student talent at the West Bank's Barbara 
Barker Center showcasing emerging cho- 
reographers. 

Sure, the big G offers rush lines for 
its theater productions, but, chances are, 
you've been there, done that. This is your 
chance to experience the fun and funk of 
dozens (literally) of fringe-y acting troupes, 
where the material pushes the envelope, 
and you're within inches of the stage at 
smaller venues such as Theatre Garage, 
Gremlin, Pillsbury House and more. Check 
www.MinnesotaPlaylist.com to see what's 
on and where. Many a company offers a 
pay-what-you-can-night to help your pock- 
etbook. More theater discounts at www. 
Goldstar.com. 

History hound? Betcha never toured 
our fab State Capitol (free), Then head to 
the nearby Minnesota History Center to 
fill in the blanks. Just down the road, see 
how the other half lived in the grand Hill 
House mansion of a former lumber baron. 
Across the river back in Minneapolis, trace 
your ancestors' travails in the new land at 
the Mill City Museum—or, even earlier, at 
Fort Snelling. 

Oh, you're the outdoors type? Chances 
are, you've already enjoyed a Twins game at 
our new ballpark, so time to try some DIY 
athletics. Rent one of those lime popsicle 
bikes from one of the new stands scattered 
around the city and tour the chain of lakes 
and beyond. Rent a canoe. And new this 
season, rent a kayak to cruise the Missis- 
sippi, or even navigate it via a paddleboard 
(also new). Those guided tours include his- 
tory and trivia info declaimed along the way.

Hit 50" & France for everything from a day 
spa to cooking classes, with an indie movie 
and chic bars, cafes, and designer shops 
as a bonus. Sashay along East Hennepin to 
discover more of the same—spa, glam wear 
by local designers, offbeat eats.

It's an unseasonably 
hot early fall day and each are impeccably suited for our photo shoot. 

Leading the pack is Justin Jones, co-founder of Modish Nights 
and Lavender columnist. Despite the heat, Jones never sports so 
much as a drop of perspiration nor a hair out of place. In between 
shots, I had the opportunity to discuss their monthly dinner parties, 
sprite-sized galas. 

“We started in November,” Jones explained. “Our first party was 
in April. Ittook us that long to get it pulled together. I had originally 
called it ‘Bliss and Dish,’ but...we decided on Modish. It has ‘dish’ in 
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the name and it has the feeling we were going for: posh, exclusive, 
but our organization is not exclusive-it's just the fantasy." 

When Jones moved to the area from North Carolina, he discov- 
ered that people in the Twin Cities be insular. Knowing other trans- 
plants felt similarly, the seed was planted. They would hold events 
with only one rule: that you had to sit next to someone you didn't 
know. 

Glamorous venues with lux food and wine are bountiful, the 
guests are eager to be swept away for a Modish Night. The inaugu- 
ral event was held at Seven in downtown Minneapolis. The room was 
accented with lavender touches-a color and style theme is chosen for 
each evening. The restaurant created a signature cocktail, offering 
it to guests for only $5. Naturally, that idea caught on and now each 
venue crafts a special beverage for the group. 

Their motto went to work, “Cocktail as strangers, dine as acquain- 
tances, leave as friends.”

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“We have so much fun seeing people connect,” explained Jones. 

“The feedback has been great,” adds Ty, grinning. Ty Rice is incapable 
of not smiling. His positive energy is infectious. While everyone else 
would strike a pose, affecting chiseled Model Face, there would be 
Rice, with a wide smile. “You leave knowing names instead of saying, 
‘Oh, great to ѕее....уои.” 

"It's all about getting dressed up, that fantasy you create," adds 
Mana, the Persian beauty. In this case, it's orchestrated fantasy. 
Mana's keen eye and smart demeanor gives away the breadth 
and depth of their versatility. Each of the Modish Nights play- 
ers has a background in business, marketing, and—formally or 
informally—how to conceptualize an event that ties together 
interpersonal relationships in a group setting. Knowing your 
demographic, getting what will click, shaking, and stirring. 
Taking a little longer to get ready, knowing that attention is 
paid to every detail. 

“I think people here have the perception we should always 
be humble and modest," adds Brandon McCray, pausing for 
a moment. Constantly checking lighting, angles, conferring 
with the photographer, his media experience was evident 
and his refined features practically devoured the camera. He 
lambasted modesty: “Be glamorous! Play!” 

Most of the group is media savvy, including Brian Trinh, 
who also happens to sport another set of impossibly high 
cheekbones. He is part to blame for Rice’s constant grin. Tri- 
hn hardly lets a word pass by without an acerbic and hilarious 
zinger. His ease and charisma makes it easy to see why he would 
be an ideal candidate to mingle at a party, sharing his sly wit with 
the kind of one-liners that conjures of feelings of being invited to 
sit at the cool kid’s table. 

To ward off moments of awkwardness at a Modish Night event, 
the hosts begin the conversation for the guests. A card is placed at 
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each setting with five questions guests must ask the person next to them. As the evening 
progresses, questions are asked, until they reach the fifth and final question: "What do you 
like most about me?" 


Jones explains, "The answers can be quite profound, depending on how many cocktails-" 
“or glasses of wine,” Trinh interjects, 


“people have had. Some people laugh their heads off and sometimes it can be a really 
emotional. It's really amazing to see." They smile, slyly. 


And just like that, they were done. Floating off to the next new spot, following glittery 
breadcrumbs back to the relative safety of the city as we're left wondering if all that really 
happened, or if it was just a brief dream. O

to turn a satisfied customer into a regular. 
Like mighty Caesar, they also have enough 
sense to let each satellite do some self-gov- 
erning, and assimilate into in the culture of 
its own neighborhood-as in, fishnet-wearin', 
tattooed servers in Uptown. Hail Caesar. 

Their newest venture, The Lowry at 2112 
Hennepin in Uptown, has brought together a 
casual foodie's dream team, with Head Chef 
Dustin Pallansch (Strip Club) and Execu- 
tive Chef Joan Ida (Tria, Goodfellows) in the 
kitchen, and Jeff Rogers (Town Talk Diner) 
at the bar. They also brought in some guy 
named Armando to do cocktail training, and 
the mixed drinks definitely were Armando- 
fabulous. The frothy Lane Zamprey ($8), 
for example, has subtlety and a depth that's 
hard to find in a cocktail. A lengthy tap beer 
selection (we sipped the Harriet West Side) 
is another wise move on Blue Plate's part. 
Microbrews are the new wine, after all, and 
one of their servers is already certified as 
a Level One Cicerone. Bottom line? Take 
your server's advice when it comes to pair- 
ings-you're going to want something fantas- 
tic to go with the food. 

The Cheese Curds ($8) are definitely 
worth the caloric splurge, made with deli- 
cate curds from a Wisconsin farm, and 
served with a jalapefio blueberry ketchup 
for dipping. The breading is perfect and the 
sauce is sassy enough to thrill, but doesn't 
overpower the cheese or overload your 


senses. Festive Deviled Eggs ($2 ea.) are 
next, trussed up with diced bacon, arugula, 
and garlic aioli. If you're hung over, however, 
might I recommend instead the French Fry 
Poutine ($9). Yes, the Blue Plate folks do 
indeed understand the special needs of the 
Uptown customer, as opposed to, say, the cli- 
ents who frequent the Highland Grill. Hot, 
salty French fries are smothered in braised 
beef, melted cheese curds and rich gravy. 
If that doesn't cure what ails you, at least it 
helps you stop obsessing about things that 
are now out of your control. That's part of 
the serenity prayer, right? If you're not hav- 
ing a poutine kind of a day, The Lowry also 
sells oysters, both raw and Rockefeller. 

Some restaurants with great apps some- 
times struggle with ho-hum entrees. The 
Lowry's entrees hold their own with the 
Crepes Pot-au-Feu ($13) as well as the Pork 
$15) and the Fish Tacos ($13). If you've nev- 
er thought to put horseradish with a savory 
crepe, let this be your re-education. Braised 
beef, stew vegetables and light-as-air potato 
croquettes are given rare, but deserved diva 
treatment when wrapped in this delicate 
crepe. The pork was a little overdone for my 
liking, but its accompanying polenta, fried 
shallots and zesty San Marzano sauce were 
fantastic, and I do understand most diners 
are finicky about pork that's anything less 
than well done. 

The Fish Tacos, however, blew us away. 


Blackened tilapia, avocado, fresh salsa, Napa 
cabbage and a twist of lime juice made these 
the best fish tacos I've had, to the best of my 
memory, in the Twin Cities. Normally with 
a fish taco, halfway through, you end up re- 
gretting the choice not to go with beef, or at 
least chicken. These summery beauties, on 
the other hand, are worth coming back for 
again and again. 

With our entrees, we sipped the Blood 
and Sand ($8), which uses orange juice, 
Cherry Heering and sweet vermouth to tart 
up its scotch base; and the Battle Cat ($8), a 
beer cocktail laced with vodka, Orange Cu- 
racao, and lemon juice that is surprisingly 
refreshing and all too drinkable. The Lowry 
is working on completing its official whiskey 
list, but anything from a Macallan to Death's 
Door white whiskey is yours for the asking. 
The Death's Door is downright tequila-y, and 
pops the salt in the crust of our velvety Ba- 
nana Cheesecake. It may have been an ac- 
cidental pairing, but happy accidents are my 
favorite kind. 

The Lowry has an outdoor patio and is 
working on the parking situation. Currently, 
they offer free valet service after 6:00, but in 
the future, they may be working out a deal to 
let their customers park in the lot next door. 
I hope that deal goes through, because the 
adjacent giant empty parking lot certainly 
doesn't give The Lowry the first impression 
that it's due. O

Seimone 
Augustus is an all-around shooter being able to score from anywhere 
on the floor. She expanded her role this season to be a defensive 
force often face-guarding the opponent's best shooter which took 
many teams by surprise. Rebekkah Brunson pulls down rebound 
after rebound even when the bodies around her are bigger, younger, 
and faster. She doesn't care...she has the desire and pride to get the 
ball away from anyone. Taj McWilliams-Franklin (Mama Taj) has 
the experience and the discipline to impact every aspect of the game 
and to keep her teammates' emotions and heads where they need 
to be.

Oh, the egos have definitely landed. The two biggest names in 
hip-hop - certainly in their own minds - collaborate on a mostly 
successful set of tunes that feature the strengths and weaknesses 
of both artists. Musically, the material often plays to West's more 
adventurous side, with pulsing electronic rhythms merging with 
driving hip-hop beats. Even the occasional use of auto-tune is to ar- 
tistic effect rather than a need to disguise flat singing. Considering 
the two's standing in hip-hop, there's a lot of bravado in these lyr- 
ics, and more than a few WTF? moments (a real West hallmark) to 
keep listeners constantly on their toes. No matter, highlights like

"Lift Off? (with Beyonce) make it worth the effort. 


BARBRA STREISAND 
WHAT MATTERS MOST 


Streisand taps into the lyrics of good 
friends Alan and Marilyn Bergman for 

a double-disc collection, with the first 
drawing the most attention as it features 
10 tracks she had not previously record- 
ed. (Not to worry, "The Way We Were" 
fans, it's on disc 2 of the deluxe edition). 
So, what do we learn from these 10 
newly recorded songs? First off, even as 
she nears her 70th birthday, Streisand 
can still bring it vocally, with her natural 
power shining like a beacon throughout 
the set. The arrangements don't get in 
the way of the vocals, taking a definite 
back seat, again, to what brought listen- 
ers to the party. Beyond that, it's really 

a matter of the listener's own interest in 
Bergman's material that will bring them 
to the table. 


MASON JENNINGS 
MINNESOTA 


Not surprisingly, Jennings opens up on 
his latest album, a largely solo effort 
that cuts across an amazing number of 
musical styles on its brief, nine-track 
run. Jennings has always been an open 
book about his emotions through his 15- 
year career, and this is no different, from 
the painful cry of "come home" on al- 
bum opener "Bitter Heart" or the sense 
of the loss joy of youth on "Clutch." The 
whole album has an instant vibe, as it is 
just Jennings sitting in some smoky bar 
with a slightly out-of-tune piano and a 
few friends tossing in accompaniment 
when needed. All of that merges beauti- 
fully on "Well of Love," which features 
the playing of The Living Room, a musi- 
cal conglomerate that provides a perfect 
homemade vibe for the song. 


NATALIA KILLS 
PERFECTIONIST 


The young British filmmaker (birth 
name, Natalia Keery-Fisher) and singer 
sticks close to modern pop music on 
her debut disc, sounding more like Katy 
Perry, but (thankfully) bringing a bit of 
Lily Allen sass along for the ride. So, 
you probably know the drill- steady, 
driving electronic beats, heavily pro- 
cessed vocals, a guest vocalist or two 
(here, the Hologram himself, will.i.am) 
and a bright, shiny sound. The chipper 
sound grows stale pretty soon, though 
at least there is a bit of bite to the lyrics 
(see the I-don't-want-to-marry “Kill My 
Boyfriend” for an example). Consider- 
ing artists like Adele and Florence and 
the Machine are bringing a fresh British 
sound, it may be a case of coming to the 
party too late here for Natalia Kills.

A few friends and I are at 
a crisis nursery, making breakfast for kids who may not otherwise 
have one. We're cooking turkey sausage, eggs, and fruit salad.

She's looks 
at me with chilling despair. I hug her. I want nothing more than to 
rescue Snow White from her impoverished home life, but it's not 
my place. 

Here, I volunteer my time to cook and clean. I'm no psycholo- 
gist, and I cannot promise Snow White that things will be better 
at home. That night, I’m trying to dance downtown, under a flood 
of house music. The hypnotic beats usually fill me. Not tonight. I 
head outside to the smokers. They're always my retreat when I'm 
uncomfortable somewhere else. I can't stand the smell or taste of 
cigarettes, but it always seems that smokers are more easy-going 
than their nonsmoking counterparts. More philosophical, perhaps. 

“Want one?" a stranger offers me a Marlboro. His hair is greasy, 


his voice, masculine. 

"No thanks." 

"What's wrong?" 

Conversations around us: someone's gonna get some tonight, 
someone else's car is broken down in Mankato, but it didn't stop 
him from coming to the bar. Our conversation: Snow White. It made 
me feel oddly...grown-up...in a way. 

"Look," he says and lights another cigarette. He's tall. I like him. 
"You're feeling like a piece of shit for coming to the bar right now. But 
she's just the tip of the iceberg. You seem to be doing your part. So 
buck up, tell her story, and celebrate what you're thankful for." 

His response doesn't help me. It sounds immature. As I wash my 
face after a distracted night out, I wonder about my darling Snow 
White. I think about what my smoker said. He's right: It isn't my 
burden to save the world, but, as a writer, it is my burden to help 
share it. A fun, fulfilling activity, volunteering helps save lives; it 
puts smiles on people's faces; it gives others hope. And it's one of 
the classiest things you can do. H

At the Great Lakes Leather Alliance weekend 


A Picture is Worth... 


WOW, HAVE I taken a lot of photographs 
over the years! I never realized how many 
until I was asked to give a leather history 
presentation and started going through all 
my photos. 

'The presentation was part of the recent 
Great Lakes Leather Alliance (GLLA) week- 
end in Indianapolis, Indiana. A leather week- 
end in the heart of conservative Indiana? 
Yes, and in its tenth year, too. GLLA brought 
together members of the gay, lesbian, and 
pansexual leather/BDSM/fetish community 
primarily-but not exclusively-from the Great 
Lakes region. It was a jam-packed weekend 
with four concurrent leather contests and 
over 40 educational seminars. The seminar I 
presented was called *I Was There: A Photo- 


journalistic Review of Leather History." 

'To put that presentation together, I went 
through all the photos I've taken or collected 
since getting into leather in 1993. The cliché 
with photos is that most people have them 
crammed in a shoebox. My photo library 
fills three large boxes, the equivalent of 
12 shoeboxes each. And those are just the 
ones taken using a film camera. (Remember 
film?) The more recent photos were taken 
digitally and occupy space only on my com- 
puter's hard drive. But still, film and digital, 
there were lots of photos to go through, and 
lots of happy memories came back to me 
as I went through the photos. For the pre- 
sentation I used about 350 photos that best 
told the story of the last eighteen years of 


the leather community as I saw and photo- 
graphed them. The presentation included 
photos of club events, contests and titlehold- 
ers, evenings at leather bars and bar events, 
and Leather Pride celebrations and parades 
through the years. 

Some of these photos have been exhib- 
ited at the Leather Pride booth at the Twin 
Cities Pride festival or at other Minnesota 
Leather Pride events.

PATRICK 
А. BURNS, 
MEDIATOR 


In an ideal world, none of us would 
ever have to seek professional help in 
order to resolve a dispute. We'd go about 
our lives, maintain our businesses and 
nonprofit organizations without ever hav- 
ing to see the inside of a courtroom. Pat- 
rick R. Burns, a lawyer, mediator and arbi- 
trator, understands that desire very well. 
He states, “Most people are not wanting to 
be involved in lawsuits or fights. And busi- 
nesses-they're in the business of making 
widgets, not having lawsuits." 

While about 50% of Burns’ practice 
consists of representing individuals, 
small businesses and nonprofits as an at- 
torney, the other half of his businesses is 
Appropriate Dispute Resolution (ADR), 
serving as either a mediator or an arbi- 
trator. Resolving disputes by mediation 
or arbitration may not always be possi- 
ble, but in addition to giving both parties 
more control over how their dispute is 
resolved, it is often much more efficient 
and less costly. “I try to resolve disputes 
at the lowest level for my clients," Burns 
begins. “If we don't have to go to court, I 
won't. I'm cost-effective in my law prac- 
tice and in my mediation practice, and I’m 
mindful of the costs and the toll it takes 
on people to be involved in disputes." 

Burns is one of three mediators in 
the state to be certified by the Interna- 
tional Mediation Institute, he's a member 
of the American Arbitration Association 
Panel of commercial arbitrators, and he 
currently serves as a mediator with the 
Minneapolis Department of Civil Rights 
for the Hennepin County Courts. 

“Tm open to talking with people about 
their situation; I’m not really limited in 
what ГЇЇ consider doing,” he concludes.

Dear Molly/Mark: 

Some women toyed with gender long be- 
fore the word "lesbian" was popularized. A 
few decades ago, when butches purchased 
dark suits from the men's department and 
smoked cigars, some carefully avoided 
revealing their female anatomy, even dur- 
ing sex. Consciousness Raising in the 70s 
eradicated roles modeled on heterosexual 
relationships and caused the ritual destruc- 


tion of thousands of perfectly good sex toys. 
Hairiness first popularized by feminism and 
originally confined to underarms and legs 
still frightened conservative heterosexuals 
who'd never flown to Europe.
